In| xeviewlng Philip Qibbs* 
book, “Now It Can Be Told,” the 
New York Evening Pos! says s— 
The very wile of Afr, Gibba’s 
latest boak on tha war. sugpeats 
that for a long time the author 
hea bad something on his mind. 
Like the Ancient Nariner,*-his 
ghastly tale must ba told, and if 
the public does nat listen quite as 
respectivlly as the Wedding 
Cest, at any tate Me, Gibba will 
feel that the. demands of an 
wneass ‘conscienca have’ bean 
satisfied, As a ‘war Corres. 
pondent he was rmouzaled” by 


‘Ttha cepaarsbip, but now at last, 


thank God, the truth can be tald. 
The wuth, after all, is very 
simple..although it takes some 
330 pages to tell it. War is a 
grim business, and only Mr. Gibbs 
and the few millian men who 
fought and died in the trenches 
The 
pablic knew nothing about it, and 
the mast ignorant of all were the 
generals ant the staff officers. 
The public made maney out 
of the war. while the generals, in- 
competent black- hearted wretches 
that thes were, lived inthe lap af 
luxury far removed from tha 
scene of herrofs. OF course, one 
of the troubles with CG. H. Q. was 
that iz did not like war correa- 
pondents, bu to da Mr. Gibbs 
justice, that was not. his 
main «abjection. © His hafred 
of Renecals was due to some- 
thing far mor’ fundamental 
than their distike oF newspaper 
poblicity: It was the cold-blood- 
ed way they went about their 
business.
